New York, Aug. 21.—C. S. Braining, 
extension teacher in the department 
of 
astronomy, Columbia 
university, 
holds that there is no evidence what­ 
ever in favor of the existence of life 
on the planet Mars In any form. 
In 
a 
statement 
here 
Professor 
Braining said: 
“Granted^ that such things as Mar­ 
tians exist, it is almost certain they 
would be different than the human 
beings on earth, 
So far we are cer­ 
tain that there is not sufficient water 
or liquid on Mars to make a sea. 
In 
so arid a place the inhabitants would 
be bound to be of different structure 
than we are. 
"The majority of astronomers who 
will be observing Mars Friday will 
be looking for 
evidence 
of 
water 
vapor on tho 
planet, which would 
tend to show that it might be habit­ 
able. 
Many observers have thought 
from time to time 
that 
they saw 
clouds floating about the planet.” 
Dr. Braining refused to accept the 
famous “canals” of Mars as proof that 
water existed upon it. 
“First.” he 
said, “it is not certain that there are 
•canals. 
Even if they do mark the 
planet, no one can say positively what 
they are. 
They may be markings in 
the surface. They are much of a mys­ 
tery. 
Those who claim to have ob­ 
served them report a change in their 
appearance when the Martian spring 
comes.” 
The doctor thought it possible that 
communication with Mars might be 
established if *t were shown that it 
was inhabitable. 
He said: ‘We might 
<lo it vs itll a huge light. 
It might be 
necessary, however, to have a whole 
continent covered with light to do it. 
If we were able to signal them at all, 
I see no reason why we should not 
perfect a means of talking with Mar- 
tions. Just as we do now with the 
telegraph.” 
Mars will begin Friday to return to 
Its customary orbit after having been 
millions and millions of miles nearer 
the earth than it has been for- ap 
proximately two centuries.

Marshall argued that the responsi- 
oility of the youths had been admit­ 
ted 
by their pleas of guilty, and that 
therefore all testimony offered rela­ 
tive to childish phantasies and delu­ 
sions should be disregarded.

sibility had been confused with miti­ 
gation by the defense, lie on ct ended.

“There is no degree of responsibil­ 
ity, and it responsibility exists at all 
it exists tor all purposes,” Marshall 
declared. 
He likened Leopold's atti­ 
tude toward the law to the Spies case

■ hie toe future unrolling in somewhat 
the following fashion: 
With the progress of Science aud a 
a more thorough diffusion of knowl­ 
edge than there has laten in tin* past, 
the development of agriculture should 
, compare favorably with that of me­ 
chanical industry. 
Though the odds 
ore against revolutionary discoveries, 
there will 
be a marked advance in 
agriculture 
as an art; 
and in a coun­ 
try having a considerable density of 
population this will require a real met­ 
amorphosis in agriculture as a busi­ 
ness. 
As the complexity of the situation 
Increases, thus demanding more and 
more in the way of capital and knowl­ 
edge, both the little fanner and the 
inefficient 
farmer will be forced to 
tile wall. 
There will be 
a survival 
of the fittest. 
Paralleling the tendency of the last 
20 years In manufacturing there will 
be a trend toward larger units. 
Suc­ 
cessful farming will require compe­ 
tent managers and highly paid special­ 
ists, and these can be retained only j 
where there is a relatively large pro­ 
duction.

To what lengths centralization will 
go, no one can say.

Spraying experiments con­ 
ducted by the experiment station have 
demonstrated conclusively that late 
blight can be controlled by spraying 
with bordeaux mixture. 
These tests 
have shown also flint even in the ab­ 
sence of late blight, spraying will re­ 
turn a profit. 
Best results have followed the use 
of home-made bordeaux mixture of the 
5-5-50 formula ; that is 5 pounds of cop­ 
per sulphate and 5 pounds of lime in 
50 gallons of water. ^ This material 
should he applied immediately at ap­ 
proximately ten-day intervals. 
In or­ 
der to insure success, the vines should 
be thoroughly covered with a protec­ 
tive film of the spray mixture. 
In 1920 the losses from late blight 
in New York amounted to approximate­ 
ly $5,000,000. In 1918 the disease was 
severe In New Jersey in Monmouth, 
Mercer, and Middlesex counties. 
In 
1919 it was present, but not severe, and 
in 15)20 and 1922 it was again very j 
severe In central New Jersey. 
In 1923, 
due to the very dry season, late blight I 
was not present. 
Under wet con ii- j 
tlons an entire field may be killed in j 
a few days unless measures are taken 
to prevent the spread of the trouble. 
It is important that tile potato growers 
be prepared to prevent the losses that 
are certain to result if this disease 
does become epidemic.

Cutting Sudan Grass at 
Most Profitable Time 
The most profitable time to cut 
sudan grass is between the time it 
begins to head until it is fully headed 
out. 
There Is little loss, however, 
when the grass is allowed to grow 
until the geed has reached the soft 
dough stage, only one cutting being 
then required to harvest the crop and 
obtain the maximum yield of forage. 
When cut earlier more than one cut­ 
ting may be obtained but the* yield 
per cutting will not be so large. Thore 
are few grasses that are injured so 
little by standing beyond the proper 
Stage of maturity as sudan grass. This 
is due to the numerous tillers, which, 
arising from the base. mature sucoo- 
siydy and provide Immature stalks 
throughout the season. 


Value of Kafir Stems 
Knflr head stems, according to the 
results of experiments by the Texas 
experiment station, have a digestibili­ 
ty close to that of ordinary hay, and 
a corresponding vulue.

In its natural state natural 
gas is generally found con­
